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IG; Ee doe not doubt but that all our Subiects (embracing the true Religion

pꝛofeſſed in this Church of England a by Law eſtabliſhed within this Realme) 
are thꝛoughly perſwaded of our conſtant reſolution foꝛ the maintenance #de- 
{A} f:neeofrhe ſame; Notonely becauſe we found it here ſo many yeeres ſetled, and 
ay leſſed of God in the long peace and pꝛoſperity of our people, wherewithithath 
V7 | bene accompanyed ſinte the firſt letting the ſame free fromthe Romiſh ſerut- 
= tude, But alſo and chiefly,becauſe our owne knowledge and vnderſtanding(il- 


luminated by the Spirit of God) doeth aſſure vs that the ſame is agreeable to his Diuine woꝛd, and 


to the doctrine ofthe Pzimitiue Church. Of which our purpoſe and determination, beſides all other 
our fozmer pꝛoteedings (inte our entry into this kingdome ) we haue giuen a new and certaine de- 
monſtration by our conſent to ſuch two Acts, as haue bene paſſed in this Seſſion of our Parliament, 
both tending to pꝛeuent the dangers, e diminiſh the number of thoſe, who adhering to the pzofeſſion 
ofthe Church of Rome, are blindly led (together with the ſuperſition of their Religion ) both into 
ſome points ofdoctrine, which cannot conſiſt with the loyalty of Subiects towards their Pzince, and 
oft times into direct actions of Conſpiracies and Conturations againſt the State wherein they liue, 
as hath moſt notozionfly appeared by the late moſt Hozrible and almoſt incredible Conturation, to 
blow vp Us, our Chudꝛen, and all the thꝛee Eſtates in Parliament aſſembled. All which notwith- 
ſanding, and although by theſe late Treaſons aboue mentioned, contrined and purlued (as they 
haue bene ) with the pꝛiuitie and warrantof ſo many of the pzincipall Pꝛieſts of that pꝛofeſſion, and 
grounded bpon points of doctrine, (in that Church held and mainteined) there is ſufficientcauſe ( if 
there had neuer bene any other enterpꝛile vpon the lame ground)to iuſtilie the pzocecedings of Us and 
our ſaid Parliament, in the making and execution oftheſe laſt,and all other fozmer Statutes,tending 
to the ſame end: Neuertheleſſe, ſeeing the Doneraigne care appertaineth to vs, who haue the Soue- 
raigne power of Juſtice in our hand, e the ſupzeme diſpenſation of clemencie, and moderation ofthe 
ſeueritie of our Lawes is likewiſe as pꝛoper to bs to ble, whenſoeuer we ſhall finde it reaſonable,the 
ſame deleruing to be no leſſe allowed in Us (being in our Dominions Gods Lieutenant) then it is 
pꝛaiſed in hun, among Whole higheſt Titles it is, That his Mercy is aboue all his works: Although both 
Natures iuſt offence might be excuſed, if We ſuffered our ſelfe to be tranſpoꝛted with ſuch paſſions, as 
ſo vile and barbarous pꝛouocations do excite in humane ſence, And our pꝛouidente would be alſo com- 
mended, if We did with all violence indeuour to extirpate out of our Realme, not onely ſuch as were 
guilty ofthe Attempt, but all others that gane any cauſe to bee ſuſpectedof bearing fauour to it, oꝛot᷑ 
whom there is any iuſt occaſion to tonteiue that they may be toꝛrupted with the like poyſon : Yet tan⸗ 
not any pꝛouotation oꝛ other reſpect, extinguiſh in vs ſo btterly the exerciſe of that clemencie,where- 
unto Nature hath ſo farre inclined vs, as Wee can be withholden from renewing ſome courſe of le⸗ 
nitie againe in ſome particulars, ſo farre foozth as it may be without the perillofour Religious and 
loyall people, that tonturre with vs in the pꝛofeſſion ofthe Goſpell. 

And therekoze to the end wee might not haue any further ſubtect miniſtred vnto vs, whereby wee 
muſt be pꝛouoked toerecute Juſtice vpon thoſe, who (being called Religious perſons,and pꝛofeſſed in 
diuers oꝛders oftheir Church, as Pꝛieſts, Jeſuites, Seminaries,and ſuch like) haue not only declared 
themſelues to be the ſtirrers bp ol Our people to dilobedience, But when wee were pleaſed foꝛmerly 
out of our meere Grace to ligntfie our Royall Pleaſure foꝛ their departure out ofthie Ncalme vupu⸗ 
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miſhed, haue few o2 none ofthem taken hold ok our Gracionsfauour, but wilkully, and (as it were) in 
ſtoꝛne of the Penalties which our iuſt Lawes tould impole, haue ſtill tontinued their fozmerpeactiles, 
aud contempt in their returnes: As we doe purpoſe to ſend away out of our Realme enen thole of 
that condition, whoſe lines are in our hands to take euery houre, if wee were ſo dilpoled, (excepting 
oncly thole that are guiltic of that hoꝛrible Treaſon; ) So we haue once againe reſolued, and foꝛ the 
{aſt warning doe denounce it by theſe Pꝛeſents, (actoꝛding tothe tenoꝛ of our Lawes, and our foꝛmer 
Pꝛotlamations) That they ſhall all of them, that is to ſay, Jeſuites, Seminartes, Fryars, oꝛ any 
other Pꝛieſt whatſoeuer, Regular oz Secular, being made by Authoꝛitie of the Church of Rome, de- 
part out ofthis Realme of England and Wales befoze the firſt day of Auguſt next enſuing, vpon paine 
to inturre the vttermoſt danger of our ſaid Tawes. And foꝛ their better meanes to depart accozding 
to this our Pleaſure, wee doe hereby lignifie to them, That if at any time befoze the ſayd firſt day ol 
Auguſt, they oꝛ any of them, extepting Gerrard oꝛ Greenwell, ſhall reſoꝛt to any Pozt Towne of our 
Kealme, and there declare himſelfe to the Magiſtrate of the ſayd Towne, oz other Officersof our 
Po2t, that he is a Pzieſt ofany ſoꝛt whatſoeuer, and that he is there to take ſhipping fo2 his paſſage, 
they thall ſuffer him oꝛ them quietly to depart, and ſhall ſee them ſhipped and ſent away, and gine 
them therein furtherance foꝛ their departure. 

And becauſe there may be ſome Pꝛieſts in holde in diuers parts of our Realine, not pet knowen to 
vs, Me doe will and command all Sheriffes, Bapliffes, and Keepers of pꝛiſons, within twenty dayes 
after the publiſhing of this Pꝛotlamation, to aduertiſe our Pꝛiuie Counſell, oꝛ ſome of them, of the 
names ſuch Pꝛieſts, Jeſuites, Seminaries, oꝛ of any other ſoꝛt that are in their cuſtodie, and by 
whome*Md fo2 what cauſe they were committed, to the end that thereupon wee may giue oꝛder fo 
their tranſpoztation, 

And now leaſt happily this vnerpected courſe of our ſo oft reiterated tlementie after ſuch an exam⸗ 
ple,ſhould either ſerue to enconrage the Pꝛieſts themſelues to affront our Juſtice, oꝛ diſcourage thoſe 
good and deere Subiects of ours, whoſe danger and deſtruction we know ſhal neuer be ſeuered from 
our owne, whenlocuer any ſuch Pzotects ſhall be in motion; We doe hereby pꝛoteſt, that this is done 
with no other purpoſe but to avoid the effuſion of blood, and by baniſhing them pꝛelently ont or our 
Dominions, ts remone all cauſe of ſuch ſeueritie, as we ſhall otherwiſe be conſtrained to ble towards 
the other ſoꝛt ol our people, as long as thoſe Seducers ſhall haue oppoztunitie to betray their conſct- 
ences, and cozrupt their lopaltie, towards whom our Affettions doe ſo vary with the Obiect, as wee 
confeſſe, that we deſire ill to make it appeare inthe whole tourſe of our Gouernment, that wee are 
farre from actompting all thoſe Sublects diſlopall that are that way affected, and that we doe diſtin» 
guiſh of ſuch as be caried onely with blinde Zeale, andſuch as ſinne out of pꝛeſumption, and vnder 
pꝛetext of3eale make it their onely occupation to perſwade diſobedience, and to pzactiſe the ruine of 
this Church and Commonwealth. And therefoze as after times muſt gine vs tryall of all mens 
behautour, ſo muſt all men expect that their owne deſerts muſt be the only meaſure of their foztunes 


at our hands, either one way oꝛ other.
